U.S. Public Absorbs! FuNID 
Gross Profit Loss 
For Corporations 


Washington (LPA)—The excess- 
profits. tax, under attack from in- 
dustry, turned a gross loss into a 
net profit for manufacturing cor- 
porations in the second quarter of 
1952, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion revealed Nov. 16, 


Profits before federal taxes were 
$6,009,000,000 in the first quarter 
and $5,680,000,000, in the second— 
a. decline of,6 per cent—but the 
lower excess-profits taxes on those 
earnings resulted in an after-tax 
profit. increase of 1 per cent—from 
$2,562,000,000 to $2,597,000,000, To- 
tal sales increased. from $60,600,- 
000,000 to $61,400,000,000. 

For. the. first. time. since. Korea, 
FTC noted; there was an increase 
in. the. liquidity. of. manufacturing 
corporations. The ratio of cash and 
U.S. securities to current liabilities 
rose from.63.per cent at the end of 
March to 67 per cent at the end 
of June.

Ike Entitled to. Support 


Every new President of the United States is entitled to 
the united support of the American people at the outset of 
his administration. 

That is especially true of Dwight D. Eisenhower. 

It is no exaggeration to say that President-elect Eisen- 
hower faces the most difficult task of any occupant of the 
White House since Franklin D. Roosevelt’s first adminis- 
tration. 

In seeking an honorable end to the Korean stalemate, in 
the search for world peace and security and in the objective 
of strengthening the nation’s internal economy, President- 
elect Eisenhower needs and deserves the help and cooperation 
of all citizens, regardless of their political leanings. 

He can count upon such help and cooperation from the 
American Federation of Labor. 

When it comes to domestic problems, Eisenhower’s specific 
views are not yet crystallized.

Political Crossroads 


Both the Republican and the Democratic parties now stand 
at the crossroads. 

In power for the first time in 20 years, the GOP’ must de- 
cide which way to go and whose leadership to follow. Eisen- 
hower campaigned on a “middle-of-the-road” program. Taft 
may attempt to swing the party in the direction he has al- 

‘ways traveled—to the extreme right. Only time will tell 
which will prevail, although at the moment Eisenhower is 
unquestionably in the driver’s seat. 

Second only to the importance of the direction the Repub- 
licans decide to take, is that to be pursued by the Democrats, 
now occupying the novel role of the minority. 

In Congress, a substantial number: of the Democratic 
minority has voted in the past with the Taft Republicans. 
There is reason for belief that the Dixiecrat-GOP coalition in 
Congress may continue to function in the next session. 

However, there will be a strong movement to rally the 
Democrats into an effective minority group under the leader- 
ship of Adlai E. Stevenson. While defeated in his bid for 
the Presidency, Gov. Stevenson still remains the titular head 

_of his party. We hope he will assert his leadership and at- 
tempt to prevail,upon the Democrats in Congress to follow 
consistently progressive policies. 

This does not mean blind opposition to the Eisenhower 
program, when it takes shape. It does mean an alert and in- 
telligent effort to support the new administration when it 
is right and to oppose it when it is wrong. 

The greatest danger would be for the Democratic Party to 
fall into Dixiecrat control and to repudiate the New Deal- 
Fair Deal program under which the Democrats flourished for 
the past 20 years.

Contrary to the sneering conclusions of the daily press, union members throughout the 
country voted overwhelmingly for Adlai E. Stevenson for President, analysis of the final 
returns proves. Steverison received almost 27 million popular votes, most of his strength 
coming from the industrial centers and big cities, where the labor vote predominates. His 


vote exceeded the winning total of 
President Truman in 1948 and the 
total of any other successful can; 
didate in history except Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in 1936 and 1940, 


TWO KEY ISSUES 


How then did Dwight D. Eisen-| 


hower get elected? 

The figures provide the answer. 
Eisenhower received more than 33 
million popular votes. He obviously 
won the bulk of the 11 million 
additional votes this year, over 
1948, 


Who were these new voters? | 
Mostly women and young people 


who have become eligible to. vote | 


during the last four years. 

Why did they cast their votes 
so predominantly for Eisehower 
rather than Stevenson? Political 
analysts agree that the stalemated 
Korean war and the charges of 
“softness” by the Truman Admin- 
istration on Communism were the 
two key issues. 


It is also universally agreed in 
the post mortem analyses that the 
Eisenhower victory was a personal ! 
one, rather than a triumph of Re- 
publican policies over the Demo- 
cratic program. 


While Eisenhower won in a 
landslide, the Republicans were 
able to gain only hairline, margins | 
in Congress. They will control the 
new Senate by one vote and the 
new House by eight. 


CHARGE EXPLODED ‘ 


Every major branch of-organized 
labor endorsed Stevenson for Pres- 
ident in the campaign. On the 
morning after election, the news- 
papers hailed the failure of Ste- 
venson to carry any of the indus- 
trial states in the East, North, or 
West as evidence that union mem- 
bers had repudiated the political 
advice of their leaders. 

This wishful thinking was ex- 
ploded by spot checks made in 
most of the major cities of the 
nation by Labor’s League for Po- 
litical Education.

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Crisis Near 
In Unpaid 
Doctor Bills 


(State Fed. Release) 

| “Labor,” the national Railroad 
Brotherhoods’ paper, last week re- 
vealed that efforts of the organized 
doctors of meeting the costs of 
medical care by crying “socialized 
| medicine” are being challenged in 
| unexpected quarters. 

For -example, the conservative 
weekly magazine, “U.S. News and 
World Report,” published a signifi- 
cant article warning that which- 
ever candidate wins the presidency 
will have to do something about 
our rising medical costs. 

A note at-the top of the page 
said the articles represented ‘the 
result of an extensive research on 
a problem of outstanding impor- 
tance.” That problem is the un- 
| paid medical bills facing “nearly 
rone family in five.” ; 

A table showed. that 10.2 million 
families have such bills; that 1.2 
million owe $200 or more, and that 
200,000 owe more than $1,000 for 
needed health care. The total of 
| such debts, the magazine declared, 
| exceeds $1 billion. 

This takes no account of the peo- 
Ple who go without needed med- 
ical treatment because they know 
they can’t pay for it; nor, as the 
| article points out, of savings spent, 
| money borrowed- from banks -—or 
other lenders to meet hospital 
ests, “which usually must be paid 
in advance,” or of funds provided 
by various insurance plans. 

Aid for medical education also 
{is cited as a major problem te be 
| faced by the next President. This 
| has been fought by the “Doctors’ 
Lobby” as an “opening wedge” to 
“socialized medicine.” 

The article pointed out that, al- 
though more than half of the pop- 
ulation is covered by health or 
hospital insurance plans of some

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COURT 
SUPPORT HEALTH 
INSURANCE PLAN 


(AFL Release) r 

Court decisions of the past two years, the Committee for the Na- 
tion’s Health reported, have given a big boost to unions, cooperatives 
and other consumer groups who wish to establish their own health 
insurance plans. ' 

The committee, a nonpartisan organization of doctors and laymen, 
pointed out that the courts, in a series of cases which it cited, have 
ruled that people have the right to: . = 

1. Organize plans for prepaying their physicians’ services. 

2. Make financial arrangements with doctors of their choice to 
further those services, 

It noted that the courts also have held that medical societies, all 
of which are branches of the American Medical Association, have no 
right to block such plans in the name of “medical ethics.” 

It said these decisions have helped to erase some of the roadblocks. 
which medical societies have placed in the way of group health 
insurance programs, 

The committee stated that trade unionists, co-op members, and 
other individuals want comprehensive medical care, group medical prac- 5 
tice gnd consumer or community control of finances, with doctors 
controlling medical matters. 

“Experience has demonstrated,” the committee said, “that con- 
sumer-sponsored insurance plans with group medical practice can 
furnish comprehensive services at no greater costs than are now 
charged for the limited services offered by a combination of Blue Cross 
(hospitalization) and Blue Shield (surgical) or by so-called ‘liberal’ 
policies issued by insurance companies.”

AFL Unions Made First. 
U. §. Hydrogen Bomb 


AFL union members made the first hydrogen bomb. 

This fact was learned following official announcement by 
the Atomic Energy Commission that ‘experiments contribut- 
ing” to hydrogen bomb research had been completed recently 


on Eniwetok atoll in mid-Pacific. 

Eyewitness reports sent home b 
servicemen and. published in. the 
press described a devastating blast 
of what was believed by them to 
be a hydrogen bomb. 


MADE THE PARTS 

Although security regulations do 
not permit disclosure of any spe- 
cific information regarding the 
super-secret hydrogen bomb, it can 
be reported that AFL metal trades 
workers in several plants made the 
parts from which the dread weapon 
was assembled. The location of 
these plants and the nature of the 
various component parts remain 
undisclosed. 

The brief announcement by the 
Atomic Energy Commission did not 
specifically admit that a full-scale 
hydrogen bomb had been exploded. 

But the official language was in- 
terpreted by scientists and laymen 
alike, throughout the world, as 
meaning that a successful demon- 
stration had been accomplished of

The American Federation of Teachers alerted all its mem- 


bers to the dangers of a NAM 


scheme to finance public edu- 


cation in America. According to Irvin R. Kuenzli, secretary- 
treasurer of the AFT, the plan advanced by the NAM would 


permit big business to escape taxa- | 
tion by making private contribu- 
tions from income to support the 
impoverished school system. | 


READY FOR BATTLE 

Kuenzli quoted this statement | 
from a declaration adopted at the 
last:-AFL convention: 


“The labor movement today must 
battle against the ominous proposal | 
of big business to support the pub- 
lic school system by private see 
tributions. 

“Labor must let it be known to 
all the world that the contro) of | 
the public schools of the United 
States is not for sale to big busi- 
mess at any price and that those, 
who attempt to avoid taxation for 
public education through private 
contributions will meet the unal- 
terable opposition of the labor 
‘movement of the nation.” 

Kuenzli warned in a letter to the 
union’s members that the NAM 
scheme could wreck the school sys- 
tem in less prosperous times when 
industry would not be able to main- 
tain its contributions. He predicted 
that classroom teachers would 
suffer from reduced salaries and | 
unfavorable working conditions, to 
say nothing of pressure to slant) 
the thinking of students along big 
business lines. q 
GREATER THREAT 

The NAM, in lieu of a broad pro- 
gram of federal aid to education, 
which it opposes, suggested that 
business enterprises could contrib- 
ute $1 billion a year to education 
by setting aside 3 per cent of earn- 
ings for contributions to schools. 
It is estimated that the nation cur- 
rently is spending about $5 billion 
a year on its public schools,

state agency. - 


Information is now available on 
666 of those killed. The 666 were 
survived by 1,321 dependents, in- 
cluding 711 minors under 18 years 


adults. 


Of the fatally injured workers, 
the 503 who had wives made up 76 
per cent of the total; 348, or 52 
per cent, supported minor children, 
and 79, or 12 per cent, supported 
or contributed to the support o 
adult dependents other than wives. 


The median age of the widows 
of deceased workers was 39 years 
and 2 months. Sixty per cent of 
the widows were left with children 
under 18 years, 17 per cent having 
three or more such children.
